Safe Harbor Inundated. 


Lancaster. Pa., March 3.—The Sus- 


quehanna river has broken the flood 
record, being higher than at any time 
in its history. The ice was piled high 
at places and was within two feet of 
the bottom of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road bridge. The great mass of ice 
jammed against the upper side of the 
bridge, towered from eight to ten 
feet above its floor. Loaded freight 
cars were run on the bridge to give 
it additional weight. The Conestoga 
emptied a great volume of water 
aginst the river gorge at Safe Harbor, 
and the hack water covered that en- ;

London. March 4.—In a 
dispatch 


from Pretoria, dated yesterday. Lord 
Kitchener sends details of the disas- 
ter to the escort of the convoy of 
empty wagons at Vondonop. southwest 
of Klerksdcrp. Transvaal Colony. The 
British casualties in killed, wounded 
and men made prisoners reach the 
total cf 632. In addition the Boers cap- 
tured two guns. Lieutenant Colonel 
Anderson, who commanded the British 
force, reports that when his advance 
guard was within ten miles of Klerks- 
dorp, during the figiitiug of February. 
25. the Boers opened a .heavy rifle fire 
on the troops from the scrub. 
The 


burghers were driven oif and the con- 
voy resumed its marcn, when a more 
determined attack was made on tbe 
convoy's left flank, tne Boers getting 
within a hundred yards and stamped- 
ing the mules harnessed to a number 
of wagons. The attacking forces were 
again driven oif. 


Next morning the rear guard wae 


attacked by a strong force of Boers 
and, simultaneously, another body, of 
Boers boldly charged the centre of 
the convoy and stampeded the mules 
ia all directions, throwing the escort 
into 
confusion, during 
which

Boers charged and re-charged, riding 
down the separated British units.

that the strength of the Boers was es- 
timated at from 1,200 to 1,700. Com- 
mandants Delarey, Kemps, Celliers, 
Leinmer, Wolmerans and Potgieter 
were all present.

$600,000 Will Hardly Cover Loss-

Allentown, Pa., March 3.—Six hun-

Slaves For Debt, and If We Attempt-

9d to End Slavery They Would Prob-

ably Turn Their Guns Against Us.

Washington, March 5.—The extent 


of slavery in the Philippines was dis- 
cussed by Governor Taft before tbe 
house Insular committee yesterday ID 
response to questions by: members. 
He said slavery was confined to the 
southern Moro Islands. Tiie investi- 
gation made by Governor Ta'ft and his 
associates had brought out that the 
slaves included men, women and chil 
dren, who were slaves for debt, ac- 
cording to the statements made by 
the datos. 


The slaves could buy their liberty, 


but until this was done the condition 
ran from 
generation to generation. 


The slaves were members of the fam- 
ily and the relation was comparatively 
mild, if It was possible to consider 
any form of slavery as mild. Gov- 
ernor Taft said Dato Mandi had al- 
ready abolished 
slavery by decree. 


How effective this was could not be 
stated. 


The ciril. authorities had never re- 


cognized slavery Sn any way, he said, 
and the military had always released 
slaves. But the slaves did not under- 
stand the advantage of liberty, and 
Governor Taft said that if we at- 
tempted to end slavery by force we 
would probably find the slaves turn- 
ing their gnns against us.

tatoes without breaking. Put them on 
the grate in a moderately heated oven. 
If the oven is too hot the skias will 
at once harden, forming a non-con- 
ducting surface, preventing the escape 
of water. Potatoes baked iu this way 
are heavy and waxy, indigestible and 
unpalatable. As sooa as the potato 
is soft upon slight pressure of the fin- 
ger, remove it from the oven. Take 
it in your hand, which should be pro- 
tected with a napkin or lowei, and 
carefully work the potato as though 
you were mashing it in the skin, be- 
ing very careful not to break the skin. 
When the potato seems soft and mealy 
throughout put it back on the grate ia 
the oven: and so continue until all the 
potatoes have been subjected to this 
process.—Ladies' Home Journal.

How to Use Sour Milk. 


Whenever there is a superabundance 


of sour milk it is well to be provided 
with a variety o£ receipts in which it 
may be used. The following receipts 
have all been tried and have proved 
satisfactory- and the result lias been a 
decided addition to the table with very 
little expense. * * * 


Bread Cakes—Take one pint of bread 


and soak it ia sour milk until soft. 
Rub through a colander, add a little 
more sour milk. To one quart of this 
add two eggs well beaten, a little salt, 
three-quarters of a teaspoonful of sal- 
eratus. and flour enough to make a 
batter a Iittie thicker than for the or- 
dinary pancakes. Bake on a hot grid- 
dle.

milk, with one even teaspoonful of 
saleratus. stirred 
Into it. one table- 


spoonful of brown sugar, one table- 
spoonful cf melted butter, and about 
one quart of graham flour, or enough 
to make a thick batter.

to dealers and tlie public alike is the 
success which has been achieved in 
*the manufacture of rubies. While the 
diamond is the commonly accepted 
synonym for value in a precious stone, 
the ruby, which meets the proper re- 
quirements, is much more valuable. 
When possessing the real pigeon blood 
' color evenly distributed and without 


flaw, the ruby is worth from three 
to ten times as much per karat as the 
diamond. 
This stone, therefore, is 


the favorite target for imitation. And. 
as before stated, it is in making rubies 
that the greatest skiil has been shown. 
Electricity has done much for this art. 
A. Frenchman—his identity is a ser-ret 
to the world, and as yet he is known 
only by his works—has learned to melt 
ap small rubies, or fragments of rubies, 
and fuse them into one stone. 
The 


product Is not an imitation. 
It has 


all the chemical and physical proper- 
ties of the real thing. It is as hard, 
has the same specific gravity and is 
.genuinely beautiful in color. 


But, say the jewelers, it is not gen- 


aine. Such a stone is known to the 
trade as a "reconstructed" ruby. None 
but the most expert can distinguish it 
from the so-called real one. The con- 
noisseur will admit that he distin- 
guishes it by the 
absence of flaws 


rather than by the presence of delects. 
A. reconstructed ruby is apt to be too 
perfect. 


This reconstructed ruby appeared ca 


the market about eighteen months ago. 
All came from one source, a -wealthy 
dealer in Paris. At first the stones 
•were in great demand, and sold for 
$100 a karat: but as the public grad- 
ually learned that the stone was the 
combined result of the -work of nature 
and of man. the demand fell off. The 
"buyer felt that the stone, made up of 
fragments fused in an electric furnace, 
tvas not just the same as the one taken 
jCrom the earth, even though the latter 
might have more flaws, and, unless de- 
ceived by the dealer, he would not 
pay as much for it. In consequence 
-the price has dropped to $30 a karat. 


The emerald Is another stone -which 


•is cleverly imitated. A perfect emerald 
Is the rarest thing in. the -world. It is 
characteristic of the 
emerald to be 


flawed, and all good imitations con- 
tain artificial fia-ws. A flawless em- 
erald is Immediately an object of sus- 
picion. 
The only ones In existence 


liave been obtained by cutting away 
the greater part of some large and 
beautiful stone, leaving only the sraall 
part free from defect. This Is a very 
eslravagant method, since it Is the 
color by which the emerald is judged.
